He favor- 
ed the establishment of a. sinking 
fund that would be increased until 
large enough to replace the public 
works when necessary. All the resi- 
dents benefited from the utilities and 
it was only fair that they should all 
contribute to a sinking fund for re- 
newals, instead of the taxpayers alone, 

,His stand was opposed by Charles 
Gordon of Owen Sound, where all 
utilities are publicly owned. Mr, Gor 
don believed that the benefits should 
| be for all the people, and the rates 
reduced as low as possible. Mayor 
Guest of St. Thomas also wanted 
wate rand gas sold at cost, but these 
opinions did not meet with the full 
concurrence of the meeting. 

A. R. Bunnell, the city treasurer of 
Brantford, proposed the establishment 
by the Provincial Government of a 
portfolio on municipal affairs, His 
department should have the adjusting 
of rates and municipal auditing and 
other regulations under its control.

Fortifying the Simplon.

able to blow it up at a moment notice 
| in the event of war. Near the middle 
| of the tunnel, a few yards from the 
| swiss frontier, Italian engineers have 
put in place a double iron door that 
can resist the rush of an express traln 
traveling at the rate of sixty miles an 
hour. ‘his iron door is worked by 
electricity from Iselle, the station at 
tho Italian end of the tunnel, and un- 
der ordinary conditions it 1s hidden 
| in the rocky side of the tunnel. Tho 
| door is carefully tested once a week. 

The mines are connected with Brigue 

and Iselle by electric devices, 80 that 

by the mere pressure of a button the 
! Simplon tunnel could be destroyed in 
a second—Harper’s Weekly.

CUTTING OFF CREDIT 


Parisian Money Operators Have Been 


This Is Responsible For the Fin- 
ancial Stress In the Kaiser’s Coun-| I 
try—Fatherland's Reply to French 
Note Is Now Before Experts. 


Paris, Sept. 11.—Germany’s coun- 
ter proposals to those submitted by 
France regarding the settlement of 
the Moroccan difficulty reached Paris 
Saturday night. M. de Selves, the 
Foreign Minister, after taking coghi- 
zance of them, immediately carried 
the document to Premeier Caillaux. 
Two Ministers made a lengthy ex- 
amination of its contents and decid- 
ed to submit the counter proposals 
to specialists on Moroccan questions, 
notably M Regnault, the French Min- 
ister to Morocco. When they have 
formed an opinion the Premier will 
call a meeting of the Cabinet, prob- 
ably on Thursday, and lay the whole 
matter before them for decision. 

In accordance with an agreement 
made with the German Government 
no communication was made to the 
press concerning the text of the 
document, but it is understood that 
Germany in return for the recogni- 
tion of France’s free hand in Moroc- 
co, demands economic guarantees, 
which amount to privileges and which 
would be unacceptable not only to 
France but to all the other powers, 
as they would practically suppress 
commercial aunty in Morocco. 

It appears certain that the financial | 
difficulties of Germany are partly the 
result of the operations of French fin- 
ance. The German monetary world 
was caught at a time when it was| 
unable to resist the sudden hostility 
of the Paris bankers, who three weeks 

o began to cut off the credits, 
which in any way concerned Ger- 
many. A good deal of Berlin paper 
is held in Paris and considerable ig 
held by Swiss banks, which are debt- 
ors of the Paris bankers. When the 
political situation was taking on a 
dark phase, as an ordinary measure 
of prudence, French financiers began 
calling in the debts owed by Ger- 
many. German embarrassment was 
immediately perceived, and this pro- 
cess was encouraged by the French 
Government as a diplomatice manoeu- 
vre. 

A French banker of distinction, who 
has close relations with the Govern- 
ment, returned here Friday from Ber- 
lin, where he has made a thorough 
examination of the situation. There 
is no disposition among the Paris 
bankers to push matters too far, but 
they explain that they desire the re- 
turn of their money at a time when 
apprehension concerning the political 
future exists. -Distrust among the 
Germans of their own Government 
with reference to finances is, in 
French opinion, going to exercise a 
strong influence in settling the Mo- 
Toccan controversy. It is known that 
the financial flurry has been intense- 
ly annoying to the German states- 


men. 
No Fear of War. 

Berlin, Sept. 11—The financial 
panic, which has been aroused in Ger- 
many through the delayed Moroccan 
negotiations, has caused the Govern- 
ment to issue a number of provincial 
districts official notices, declaring that 
the fears of war are entirely un- 
founded and informing the public 
that the sensational reports emanat- 
ing from various irresponsible sources 
are unworthy of credence. Local offi- 
cials have been ordered to post no- 
tices to this effect in panic places.

COPIES AFTER RUSSIA. 


Turkey Carrying Out Program of Na- 
tionalizing the Empire. 

The Young Turks are undoubtedly 
conducting the administration of 
their country with vigor and a certain 
skill, says The Review of, Reviews. 
The outside world, however, whicn 
has been watching the severe repres- 
sive measures adopted by the Turkish 
authorities in Albania, can scarcely 
be expected to sympathize with the 
nationalizing policy of Constantinople. 
More than one Young Turk statesman 
has reluctantly admitted that the poli- 
|tieal program of his party includes 
fas one of its essential principles the 
“gradual Turkification’’ of all non- 
; Turks and non-Moslem nationalities 
}of the empire. 

This kind of policy, as Russia can 
well testify, always bears bitter fruit. 
The Albanian, the Armenian, the 
Kurd, the Greek and the Arab have 
ilways Tought this idea, and the new 
regime at Constantinople is not find- 
ing it any easier to “Turkify’” the 
empire than did Abdul Hamid. Un- 
fortunately, furthermore, the various 
and multiform, political problems that 
complicate the Turkish situation do 
not concern Turkey alone. They in- 
volve international interests of cou 
siderable magnitude. It is believed in 
Western Europe that Germany and 
Austria are of one mind on the sub- 
ject of Turkey, and that they will not 


permit any interference with the 
Government at Constantinople so long 
as Teutonie commercial ambitions 


are being satisfied in the Siltan’s As- 
iatic domain. 

In a few years, when the Austro- 
Hungarian naval program is complet 
ed, and the dual monarchy has a 
fleet comparable to that of Italy, the 
political experts are predicting that 
there will be an uggressive campaign 
on the part of the military monarch- 
ies of central Europe, under the lead 
of the German empire, for the ab- 
sorption of Turkey, commercially if 
not politically. 


Royal Ladies and Their Regiments. 
There have never been seen so many 
royal and imperial ladies at the head 
of their regiments in Germany as will 
be present at the coming great mili- 
tary reviews, observes a Paris jour- 
nal. At Altona the Kaiserin will pre- 
sent to the Kaiser the Eighty-Sixth 
Regiment of infantry, and at Stettin 
the regiment of Pomeranian Cuiras- 
siers, of which Her Imperial Majesty 
is the honorary commander. 

Queen Victoria of Sweden will pre- 
cede her regiment on horseback in 
full uniform, and will be present at 
the side of the emperor at the march 
past.

There is but one general cause for 
this grinding mass poverty which can- 
not be matched in the Occident; that 
is, the crowding of population upon 
the means of subsistence, 

‘Tn order for the economic situa- 
tion to change in China the marriage 
system-must change, The population 
increases too rapidly. As long as the 
present system of child marriage con- 
tinues it is practically useless to talk 
of adjusting the economic troubles 
satisfactorily by either emigration or 
Scientific agriculture. Emigration has 
made a change, however, and scien. 
tifle agriculture may help matters. 

“Although China is under intense 
cultivation and every available spot 
of ground is religiously planted, there 
are three things lacking in agricul- 
tural lines. First, they know nothing 
of a scientific war on pests, by spray- 
ing, ete. Instead, they turn each leaf 
over and pick the bugs or insects off 
one by one. Second, they do not plow 
deeply, but are content to merely, 
scratch the surface of the soil. Third, 
they know nothing of the scientific 
breeding of plants.

of Onlookers—More May Die. 


Syracuse, N.Y., Sept. 18.—Nine per- 
sons were killed and fourteen injured, 
some of them seriously, as the result 
of an accident duri the closing 
miles of a fifty-mile motor race at the 
State Fair track yesterday afternoon, 
when a Knox car, driven by Lee Old- 
field, leaped from the track, crashed 
| through the fences surrounding it and 
plunged into the throngs that lined 
the other side of the speedway. Six 
of the nine people were killed out- 
right, and two others were so badly 
injured that they died on the way to 
the hospital. 

The list of dead may be increased, 
as it is believed that several of those 
who are numbered among the injured 
are so badly hurt that they cannot 
live, 

The track was wetted down to pre- 
vent President Taft from being cover- 
ed with dust as he went around the 
track. This was such as to cause 
drivers who were to compete in the 
50-mile event to protest against it. 

When the race was called Ralph De 
Palma and Bob Burman, who had 
been driving in previous races, refus- 
ed to go on because of the condition 
of the track. They said the water had 
made it too dangerous for them to 
take chances. There was some delay, 
and during the time the track dried 
somewhat. The race was called, and 
De Palma and Burman were both en- 
trants, along with Oldfield and six 
others. 

The accident happened in the forty- 
| third mile. De Palma had been lead- 
}ing with a lap to the good, and Old- 
field was trailing him as they entered 
the first quarter of the beginning of 
the forty-third mile. The big cars 
traveling, it is estimated, at 75 miles 
an hour, were running side and side 
as they swung around the turn, after 
passing the grand stand on the first 
quarter. As they took the turn there 
was a report. The car driven by Old- 
field leaped into the air. Then it 
swerved to the outer side and crashed 
through the fence. The crippled ma- 
chine, beyond the control of the driv- 
er, plowed its way through hundreds 
of persons who had lined themselves 
along the fence in the hope of view- 
ing the race, 

Announcement that no one was hurt 
was made to the people in the grand 
stand. Despite this hundreds hurried 
to the point where the car left the 
track. 

The runaway car had left people 
piled together, many of them mangled 
almost beyond recognition, in heaps on 
the ground. At once nearly a score 
of the dead and injured were picked 
up. Hurry calls were sent to this 
city for ambulances and everyone in 
the city responded. Vehicles of many 
kinds on the fair grounds were also 
impressed into service as temporary 
ambulances, The dead and injured 
were taken to the emergency hospital 
on the fair grounds and at the same 
time the woman’s building was turn- 
ed into a hospital ward. Physicians 
on the grounds, those who were there 
as spectators as well as the regular 
staff, were hurried to the hospitals. 
Aid was volunteered by scores of phy- 
sicians and there were many offers 
from trained nurses, who were in the 
vast throng in attendance. One wo- 
man tore off all of her under garments 
that bandages might be provided for 
the wounded. Her only sister was 
wounded, but she stuck heroically to 
her task and continued to provide 
bandages until she had no more ma- 
terial from which to improvise them. 

For more than 20 miles, spectators 
declared, Oldfield had been driving his 
car with one of the shoes flapping. In 
the hope of beating out De Palma, 
however, his manager, instead of stop- 
ping him, it is said, urged him to in- 
crease his speed. In spite of the fact 
that it quickly became known that 
many had been killed and injured, the 
officials of the track refused to call 
off the race and the last few miles 
were run while hundreds thronged 
the track. 

Oldfield, the driver, who is among 
the injured, is in a city hospital, and 
is being guarded by an officer, and as 
soon as he recovers will be arrested. 


Four Drowned. 

Montreal, Sept. 18.—Four young 
men, said to have been under the in- 
fluence of liquor, lost their lives yes- 
terday afternoon, when the rowboat 
in which they were crossing the riv- 
er, upset below the Victoria Bridge in 
swiftest part of the St. Mary’s 
current.

The mob demolished all the 
street lamps in the main thorough- 
fares, plunging the streets into dark- 
ness. They erected barricades and 
hurled missles of various kinds on 
the soldiers from the upper windows 
of houses. The order was at length 
Given to the troops to fire.

For the first time he 
has taken the position that there is no 
ood reason, if the Senate or Con- 
gress desires, why the three Americana 
to be appointed on a high joint com- 
mission to pass on questions should 
not be confirmed by the Senate, if it 
is thought dangerous to trust the’ 
President to make the appointments. + 

Mr. Taft indicated that he would go 
further than this and be willing to 
wipe out the joint high commission! 
entirely if nen be and leave the de- 
cision as to whether a question was 
arbitrable or not to the decision of « 
board of arbitration. Still further, he 
would be willing to have this board 
pass, not only upon the merits of the 
question, but also upon the jurisdic- 
tion. 

“Either we are in favor of arbitra- 
tion of issues which are likely to lead 
to war, or we are not,” exclaimed the 
President. “If we are in favor of war 
as the only means of settling ques- 
tions of importance between countries, 
then let us recognize it as a principle 
and decline all arbitration, but if we 
are really in favor of arbitration as u 
means of avoiding war, then why 
should we not be willing to submit to 
|impartial men the decision upon a 
question rather than to leave it to the 
result of a battle in which, with a 
fair cause, we may be beaten, or with 
an unjust cause me may conquer?”

ABOUT A WATCH. 


Many Marvelous Features Contained 
In This Small Machine. 


Few pieces of machinery show more 
‘marvelous features than that of the 
watch. As a general proposition it 
may be stated that a watch is the 
smallest, most delicate instrument of 
the same number 'of parts that has 
ever been devised. About 170 differ 
ent pieces of material enter into its 
construction and upward of 2,400 sep- 
arate operations are comprised in 
its manufacture. 

Certain of the facts connected with 
its performance are almost incredible 
when considered as a whole. A black- 
smith strikes several hundred blows 
on his anvil a day and as a matter 
of course is glad when Sunday comes, 
but the roller jewel of a watch makes 
every day—and day after day—432,- 
000 impacts against the fork or 157,- 
680,000 blows during the course of a 
year without stop or rest—or some 
3,153,600,000 blows during the space 
of 20 years, the period for which a 
watch is usually guaranteed to keep 
good time. 

But the wonder of it does not cease 
here. It has been calculated that the 

ower that moves the watch is equiva- 
ent to only four times the force’ used 
in a flea’s jump. The watch power is 
therefore what might be termed the 
equivalent of a four-flea power. One 
horse power would suffice to operate 
270,000,000 watches. 

Furthermore, the balance wheel of 
a watch is moved by this four-flea 
power 1,43 inches with each vibration, 
or 3,558 3-4 miles continuously in one 
year. 

Not much oil is required to lubri 
cate the little machine on its 3,500,- 
mile run. It takes only one-tenth 
of a drop of oil to oil the entire ma- 
chinery for a year’s service.

Changes in the Seed Control Act 


During the recent session of Parlia- 
ment, important changes were made 
in the Seed Control Act respecting the 
sale of clover and timothy seed. Un- 
der the old Act the inspector some- 
times found it difficult to prove viola- 
tions though misrepresentations were 
being made, A dealer might offer ved 
clover seed, containing as many as 92 
noxious weed seeds per ounce and an 
unlimited number of other weed seeds 
such as foxtail, represent it as his 
best grade and charge nearly as much 
as his competitor asked for No, 1. He 
would not mark it No. 1 but he might 
state verbally that it was No. 1 or just 
as good. This has often been done, 
with the result that farmers as well as 
retail merchants who really wanted to 
buy pure seed have got badly contam- 
inated seed and paid high prices for it. 
Under the new Act such inisrepresent-

ations will be impossible and both 
farmers and retail merchants will be 
able to buy their seed more intelli- 
Four grades are fixed by the 
Act for red clover, alsike, alfalfa and 


seeding purposes by seedsmen must be 
plainly labelled with the grade. Any 
seed not grading No. 3, which is a 
higher standard than the old prohibi- 
tive line of five noxious weed seeds per 
thousand of good seed, is prohibited 
from sale, The following ave the 
standards for freedom from weed 
seeds :—

In addition to the standards for free- 
dom from weed seeds, standards for 
puvity in other respects and yeneral 
appearance are fixed for Extra No. 1, 
Nu. land No. 2. Double the number 
of noxious weed seeds are allowed in 
alsike on account of the greater diffi- 
culty in cleaning this seed. Farmers 
and seed dealers should have their 
seed tested and graded before offering 
it for sale. Samples will be carried 
frge through the mails and tested with- 
oe, charge if addressed to the Seed 
Coiwmissioner, Department of Agri- 
culture, Ottawa,

In September, 
1886, direct connection was made with 
eastern Canada, Almost every year 
since that time additional wires have 
been strung, and at present, in addi- 
tion to local circuits over all branch 
lines, Winnipeg, the central office of 
western Oanada, has duplex circuits 
working with Vancouver, Calgary, 
Edmonton, Saskatoon, Regina, Moose 
Jaw, Fort William, Port Arthur, Mont- 
real, Toronto, Minneapolis and Ohi- 
cago. 

Mr. Jenkins was specially compli- 
mented on the excellent arrangements 
tor telegraph service in connection 
with the Northwest rebellion of 1885. 
The telegraph service was a very im- 
portant factor in assisting the move- 
ment of troops and forwarding of sup- 
plies, as well as enabling the news- 
papers to obtain very full and descrip- 
tive accounts of engagements and in- 
cidents during the disturbance, 

Mr, Jenkins entered the service \of 
the Canadian Pacific railway on Sip- 
tember 21, 1881, as operator at St. 
Boniface Junction,opposite Winnipeg. 
He was transferred to Brandon as 
operator in April, 1882, and was ap- 
pointed superintendent of telegraphs 
in July,1883,covering the old Western 
Division of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. This was before the company’s 
lines were completed through to east- 
ern Canada or west to the Pacific 
coast, and Mr. Jenkins is therefore not 
only the first telegraph officer appoint- 
ed by the compafty, but is the senior 
telegraph officer in the system. He 
was appointed general superintendent 
of telegraphs covering the whole of 
the company’s Western Lines. trom 
Port Arthur to the west coast of Van- 
couver Island, December, 1899, Mr, 
Jenkin’s is one of Winnipeg's best 
citizens. He is a member of the Mani- 
toba club, the Canadian club, and has 
been a member for many years of St. 
Andrew's society. To-day he will re- 
ceive congratulations upon having 
completed thirty years of continuous 
service,

A broken alpenstock bearing the 

carved name “Dr, J, Bean, Baltimore,” 

| has, the London Chronicle says, Just 

been found by a Chamonix guide in 

the ice of the Glacier des Bossons, 

| which “flows” down direct from the 

| Summit of Mont Blanc to the valley 

of Chamonix, The find recalls the 

most terrible accident in Alpine his- 

tory, when eleven climbers perished 

on the summit of the Great White 

mountain in violent snowstorms which 

‘lasted a week. In September, 1870, 

the Rey. G. McCorkindale of Glasgow 

and two Americans, Dr. J. Bean of 

Baltimore and Mr. Randall, both elder- 
jy men with little experience of the 
Alps, set out from Chamonix with 
eight guides and safely reached the 
Summit in doubtful weather. Hardly 
had the descent commenced when the 
Snowstorm started, and not one of the 
eleven climbers was seen again alive. 
A strong force of guides some days 
later found the bodies of five victims, 
including the clergyman and Dr. 
Bean, but the other six were never 
found, having most probably fallen 
into crevasses. It is now thought, 
owing to the discovery of the broken 
alpenstock, that the bodies of the six 
climbers, who have been buried in 
their tomb of-ice for the last forty- 
one years, have reached the end of 
the glacier, which travels at the rate 
of about 500 feet a year, and are not 
far from the surface of the ice at the 
lip of the Chamonix valley, — St.
